Museum of Archeology, where | 
the world’s archeologists once 


turned for all carbon-dating 


information, be facing its own | 


extinction? 


Internationally known by | 
archeologists, the Peabody | 


Museum is virtually unheard of 


by most Andover residents and | 


unused by most Phillips students. 


Phillips Academy has formed | 
a planning and assessment com- 
mittee that is considering the | 


future of the museum, located at 
the corner of Main and Phillips 


streets. The assessment commit- | 
tee will make a recommendation | 


to Phillips’ board of trustees in 
April. 


Though the museum has a | 
small endowment, it is dependent | 


on Phillips for some of its operat- 


ing expenses. It has less than half | 
the staff it had one year ago, in | 


large part because it has not 
replaced employees who have 
left. Its collection includes nearly 


500,000 objects, some as much | 


as 3-million-years-old. 

“The program has grown to a 
level that we weren’t able to sus- 
tain any longer,” says Rebecca 
Sykes, associate head of school 
and the committee chairwoman. 
“Right now we’re in this pause

She’s a pint-sized three-sport 
athlete at Andover High School 
who has always packed a punch 
when it comes to toughness. Only 
now, Alexandra Miliotis is not 
working on perfecting a three- 
pointer, a softball swing, or a soc- 
cer kick. 

She is fighting for her life. 

The AHS 
sophomore 
has been bat- 
tling cancer 
for the past 
eight months. 
Teammates, 
classmates, 
teachers, and 
coaches at 
Andover High 
have- been 
rooting for her 
recovery. But 
the most support comes from the 
school’s junior varsity girls bas- 
ketball team, for whom Alexandra 
would be playing under other cir- 
cumstances. 

The 11-member squad warms 
up before every game with each 
player wearing an “Alex’s team” 
T-shirt that bears No. 10, Alexan- 
dra’s number. 

Their season is dedicated to her 
and so far, they are undefeated. 
The team was 12-0 following 
Tuesday night’s game. The record 
includes last Sunday’s huge win 
over Walpole, considered the best 
team in the state. In fact, theirs is 
the only undefeated team at 
Andover High right now.

She has managed to get to three 
games this season, including one 
that featured the unveiling of the 
banners saluting three girls’ cham- 
pionship teams at Andover High - 
swimming, field hockey and soc- 
cer. 

Aggressive chemotherapy and 


radiation treatments have left the 
16-year-old blind in one eye and 
currently unable to walk. She sat 
in a wheelchair parked at the end 
of the team’s bench. She is very 
frail but managed to cheer on the 
team and even warned players 
about complacency on the court. 
The scene is heartbreaking and 
brought tears to the eyes of some 


Spectators. 

Adding to the emotion is that 
Alexandra’s identical twin sister. 
Arianna, is on the team. Arianna 
stood next to her sister’s wheel- 
chair during the game. 

Debra Nichols, whose daughter 
Kate plays on the team, called the 
scene gut-wrenching, adding that

Joshua Miner, Outward Bound founder, dies 


Joshua L. Miner, a longtime 
Andover resident credited with 
creating the Outward Bound Pro- 
gram in the United States, died 
yesterday at his School Street 
home in the company of family 
members. 

He retired in 1985 from 
Phillips Academy in Andover, 
where he began as a science 
teacher and later served as admis- 


sions director during a 
33-year career at the 
school. 

“Over the years I’ve 
had countless alumni 
write in and tell me how 
life-changing their rela- 
tionship with Josh 
Miner was,” said There- 
sa Pease, the editor of 
the Andover Bulletin, 


the alumni magazine of 
Phillips. “Right up to the 
end, he was trying to net- 
work with kid people. 
He never gave up his 
passion for it. Outward 
Bound, of course, was 
great for Phillips Acade- 
my and Andover kids, 
but it was popular with 
troubled kids. He will be 


missed. He changed a lot of lives.” 
The Rev. Cal Mutti, pastor of 
the South Church in Andover who 
was a Close friend and neighbor of 
Miner for the last 13 years, called 
him “a folk hero, not just in 
Andover or the Merrimack Valley, 

but for the entire country.” 
“He was a very generous, spir- 
ited man who loved life, loved

Beginning in March, the Com- 
munity Preservation Institute will 
be offering spring courses to com- 
munity leaders across the state. 
The courses will be offered at 
University of Massachusetts cam- 
puses in Dartmouth, Westbor- 
ough, and Lowell.

Can labeled microphones even debate?

The League of Women Voters, 
represented by co-presidents and 
Andover residents Diana Walsh 
and Liz Richter, want “pro” and 
“con” microphones designated at 
the start of Town Meeting. These 
would allow for alternating views 
during discussion of articles. 

The article also calls for roving 
microphones for those who might 
have difficulty moving to a micro- 
phone. 

“There have been times when 
six people in a row were for an 
issue and after a reasonable time 
the moderator ends the discussion, 
and one opposed view has been 
heard,” Liz Richter explained. 
Richter said that the League has 
researched the matter in its study 
evaluating town government. “I 
personally think it will be well 
received,” she said. 

When asked if dividing all 
those who wish to discuss the issue 
into two firm camps might dis- 
courage those who have questions, 
or are uncertain, from participating 
in the discussion Richter said, “T 
believe people have definite views 
at Town Meeting.” She noted the

availability of the town warrant 
and studies the League puts out 
prior to Town Meeting. She said 
the moderator would still be in 
control and that for those not 
decided, “either microphone 
would do, or they could use the 
roving microphone.” 

The women jointly entered the 
warrant article. “It is to make the 
process go more smoothly and let 
the moderator know how people 
fall (on the issue)” said Walsh.

Town Meeting preview 


On home, bold | move or a costly one? 


By Rebecca Piro 

Resident Michael Ristuccia 
might find himself spending thou- 
sands to move an historic home 
seven-tenths of a mile — and be 
unable to do anything with it. 

But you wouldn’t know how 
high the stakes are, judging by the 
confident smile on Ristuccia’s 
face. “I might spend tens of thou- 
sands of dollars to move that prop- 
erty and (have it end up) a barn. 
I'm willing to take that chance.” he 
Says. 

Ristuccia wants to move the 
house at 45 Ballardvale Road to a 
lot next door to his South Main 
Street residence that is too small 
for the home. To do so, he needs to 
secure an exception to the zoning 
bylaws. 

But he’s not stopping there. 
Ristuccia is asking Town Meeting 
to let other people do the same 
thing — move historic houses to 
too-small lots — if the fancy strikes 
them. He's asking Town Meeting 
to adopt an overlay district. 
through Ballardvale and near 
Harold Parker State Forest. in 


which the Zoning Board of 


Appeals would have the freedom 
to grant special permits for pro- 
jects like Ristuccia’s to anyone 
who owns land inside it. 

Ristuccia and his wife Sharon 
have a special interest in seeing the 
article pass. Without it. they’ I] 
have to either remove the house 
from their property, or just leave it 
as It 1s, without water or sewer 
connections. But the thought of an 
empty investment — literally - 
doesn't scare him. 

“I'm not worried about that. I 
think people can see that this is for 
the good of the public as a whole. I 
feel that people know the night 
thing to do. What else can I say? 

A date is already set for Feb. 24 
~ with a rain date of March 3 — to 
pry the house off its foundations 
and send it crawling down Ballard- 
vale Road and South Main Street 
to its new home.

The Preservation Commission 
Voted to support the article, says 
chairwoman Karen Herman. 

“We feel it is a very important 
preservation tool for Andover.” she 
Says. 

Currently, the Preservation 
Commission can only put a tem- 
porary delay on a house that is 
marked for demolition. Finding 
land in town to which someone 
can move an endangered house is 
tough, says Mark Johnson, attor- 
ney for the Ristuccias. 

He says his clients believed that 
they had no choice but to move the 
house before Town Meeting, 
because the owner of the property 
where it’s currently located will 
develop the lot before Apmil. 

“A lot of people aren't going to 
take the risk the Ristuccias took.” 
Johnson says. 

His clients briefly considered 
extending the SRB zone — a resi- 
dential zone with smaller housing 
lots — down a couple miles to 
envelop Ristuccia’s property, 
thereby shrinking the lot-acreage 
requirement and solving the prob- 
lem. But the couple decided 
against it. 

“That solves one problem. 
We're trying to help the future as

well.” Johnson says. 

Planning Director Steve Colyer 
Says extending the SRB zone 
might have been an easier way to 
go. He’s concerned that even if 
Town Meeting approves the over- 
lay district, the state attorney gen- 
eral won't — because half of 
Andover’s SRC, or most restrictive 
residential zone, will have special 
privileges. 

“The state says that you can’t 
take properties in the same zone 
and treat them differently,” says 
Colyer. Kaija Gilmore, town build- 
ing inspector, also has concerns. 

“4 don’t see the public benefit,” 
she says. 

Andover currently has an over- 
lay district for watershed protec- 
tion in west Andover, says John- 
son. He thinks voters might be 
willing to establish another one. 

Selectmen are planning a spe- 
cific discussion about the overlay 
article for the near future, but have 
not set a date. In the meantime, 
Ristuccia will continue prepping 
the house, buying liability insur- 
ance and calling the utility compa- 
nies. “I don’t expect applause or 
accolades,” he says. “I just want to 
be remembered as a person who 
cares.”

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Revolution-era cemetery for town?

The Woodbridge-Jenkins 
Cemetery has remained hidden 
for years, forgotten by many 
Andover residents, Says John 
Doherty, veterans agent. 

He’s hoping Town Meeting 
will change that by accepting the 
litle, ownership and maintenance 
of the property from the owners 
of the subdivision Douglass 
Crossing, 

The small cemetery, about 
5,000 square feet, used to be in a 
rural area of town, says Doherty. 
It was swallowed up by the devel- 
opment about five years ago, 
When subdivision owners Stowe 
Development Inc. built several 
homes around it. “It’s a major part 
of the town’s early history. We 
believe there are veterans (buried 
there)... going back to the Revolu- 
tionary War era,” Doherty says. 

“We think the town would best 
be able to preserve that history,” 


says Dan Hayes Jr., attorney for 


Stowe Development. 

Not long ago, the cemetery 
was “disturbed” by people who 
ripped American flags from some 
of the graves, says Doherty. If the 
town accepts ownership of the 
cemetery, putting it under the 
responsibilities of the Trustees of 
Spring Grove Cemetery, a fence 
and proper signage would proba- 
bly go up, he adds. 

Right now, Doherty takes it 
upon himself to monitor the 
cemetery’s condition from time to 
time, changing the veterans’ flags 
at least twice a year. 

He says about 12 bodies of the 
Woodbridge family probably 
remain buried there. Members of 
the Jenkins family at one time 
rested beside them, but were 
moved at some point to Spring 
Grove Cemetery, he adds. 

Both families were among 
Andover’s first settlers, he says.

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Town eyes cash to be good landlord 


With foreclosure, Andover could own buildings that need repairs

If the town of Andover is going 
to become a landlord, it wants to 
do it right. 

That's why officials are asking 
voters to allocate $200,000 for the 
maintenance of two buildings and 
one piece of vacant land in Shaw- 
sheen Square that the town is 
about to foreclose upon. 

Partners of the Shawsheen Vil- 
lage Commerce Center owe the 
town close to $1 million in taxes 
On properties at Nos. 16 and 7 
Haverhill St. and 10 Tantallon 
Road, says David Reilly, tax col- 
lector. Their dues go back as far as 
1989, when the town first placed a 
lien on the property. The town 
added two more in 1990. 

The partners’ attorney did not 
retum a phone call to the Towns- 
man for comment 

A land-court judge recently 
extended the partners’ deadline to 
April 9 to come up with the 
money. If the town doesn’t receive 
payment by then, it wants to be 
prepared to take over operations of 
the buildings. The building at 16 
Haverhill St. rents to businesses 
including Brookridge Community 
Church and Perpetual Motion. 
The building at 7 Tantallon Road 
IS empty. 

“If the town forecloses on April 
9, we own that building,” Says 
Reilly. “Legally, we'll be a land- 
lord. If the roof leaks, where do 
We get the money to fix that build- 
ing?” 

The $200,000 will cover those 
possibilities, says Town Manager 
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This Haverhill Street property may soon be owned by the 
town. 


Buzz Stapezynski. He Says the 
town has no plans yet for the 


future of the buildings and land if 


they do come under municipal 
ownership. 

Andover has never been faced 
with foreclosure on a parcel this 
large, says Reilly. In 2000, offi- 
clals took a house on Lincoln 
Street for back taxes and sold it to 
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a developer. Last summer, the 
town took a property on Summer 
Street for unpaid taxes, but 
returned it within the one-year 
grace period after the owner paid 
her taxes. 

“We're breaking new ground 
again — just what we don’t want to 
be doing.” Reilly says.

He had lots of posi- 
tive opinions on the education 
of young people.” Stott says

Inside the room at the Addison opening 
last week stood Sandy Jaffe, a woman with 
white hair, big blue eyes — and stocking feet.

Stop selling water, 
if we foot bill 


Editor, Townsman: 

Regarding the so-called need 
for a $13 million expansion of the 
Andover drinking water treatment 
plant, the most obvious and palat- 
able solution to the problem 
involves options not voiced in your 
articles (“Water use: under the 
microscope,” Townsman, Jan. 24). 

One extremely attractive option 
would be to have the towns outside 
of Andover that are Over-taxing 
our processing plant pay the entire 
amount, including construction 
overruns, for any addition to the 
water plant. This is the most desir- 
able approach, because the belea- 
guered Andover taxpayer does not 
have to assume any financial risk 
for the project. A second, slightly 


For residents: 


Editor, Townsman: 

Our water bill for irrigation last 
year was $27. We have an acre of 
land, approximately half lawn, 
with an additional 5,000 sq. ft. of 
lush gardens. How do we man- 
age? Quite simply, we know what 
we are doing. 

Permit me to educate our resi- 
dents. The foremost reason that 
lawns require large quantities of 
water stem from cutting grass too 
short and frequent short-duration 
watering. When you overcut a 
lawn it becomes unnecessarily 
stressed, requiring frequent water- 
ing to keep it alive. Frequent 
short-duration watering causes the 
feeder roots to become lazy. 
instead of growing deeply, they do 
an about turn for the surface, caus- 
ing the rooting system to more 
closely resemble a matted shag 
carpet rather than a deeply rooted, 
drought-tolerant, lush lawn.

Editor, Townsman: 

Now that the town of Andover 
has firmed up the amount it will 
be requesting as an override to 
Proposition 2/ for fiscal year 
2003, I wanted to write to clarify 
the cost of the override and for 
what reasons it is being requested. 
In recent news stories, the “short 
| hand” approach has been taken. to 
the effect of “Schools request 
$1.13 million override, taxes to 
increase by $436.” This might 
| lead one to believe that the over- 
ride of $1.13 million is the sole 
reason taxes are increasing. How- 
ever, that is not the case. 

Only $81 of the $436 tax 
| Increase is caused by the request- 
| ed override. That increase is based 
on the average value of a home in 
Andover, which is $352,852. If 
the value on your home is less. the 
| Increase will be less. It should be 
Noted that many of the people who 

are fearful that the tax increase 
will drive them out of town own a 
home that is valued much less 
than the average. The balance of 
the $436 is comprised of the 
increase allowable within Propo- 
sition 24 ($287), and debt service 
to the ongoing building projects 
($68). It is not lost on me that any 
increase will be difficult for some 
to absorb. But many hours of pub- 
| lic discussion went into making 
sure that the additional monies 
being requested are absolutely 
| necessary. 


It is also important to note that 
the town of Andover is growing. 
We all wish we could stand pat 
with services, but it is not possi- 
ble. Every time a new develop- 
ment goes through, additional 
streets need to be policed and pro- 
tected, plowed, swept, serviced, 
etc. These streets also often bring 
additional children to the town. 
and educating them is not a 
choice. We cannot “cut our cus- 
tomers”; we can only provide the 
services as they are needed and as 
the state mandates. 

Originally, a figure of $2.6 mil- 
lion was determined to be what 
was needed to level-fund services 
while at the same time opening 
two new schools. That figure has 
been reduced to a new number of 
$1.13 million after a great deal of 
input from the community. The 
reduction of $1.5 million does not 
come without a price. Through 
Cuts and reorganizations, the 
money has been saved, but current 
service levels will be lowered 
Nevertheless, all of the town 
boards were in agreement that. 
given the state of the economy, 
and recognizing that the voters 
have already showed an incredible 
amount of support for new pro- 
jects through past votes, as mini- 
mal as possible an override should 
be put forward. 

And it is not the schools alone 
that will be affected. The town 
side itself is $500,000 short of

what it originally felt it needed to 
level-fund services. It has shown 
great support for the schools by 
attempting to institute reorganiza- 
tions and cuts of its own to bring 
the budget in on target and not add 
to the amount being requested. 
Whether this will affect services 
remains to be seen. I can only 
assume that it will. 

The voters and taxpayers of 
Andover have confidence in their 
elected officials and administra- 
tive leaders. They have shown this 
at Town Meeting and at the ballot 
box. They know the value of our 
town’s school system and have 
supported it, as past votes have 
shown. I urge them to continue to 
stay informed as to what the over- 
ride is for and what it is costing 
them. A local business has as a 
slogan: “An informed consumer is 
our best customer.” The same can 
be said for the citizens of our 
town. Please remain informed and 
involved. Attend School Commit- 
tee and selectmen meetings. 
Attend Town Meeting. Be part of 
the debate and vote. When people 
understand the issues, when they 
understand what the override 
means to the town and the 
schools, I have full confidence the 
town will come to the logical 
decision of supporting this 
request.

So many 
folks in Andover bombard their 


entering into contracts to sell water 
outside of the town that would 
Overtax the treatment plant's 
capacity after Andover residents 
and businesses have had their 
unrestricted fill.

What is sufficient w atering? 
For a healthy lawn, a thorough 
soaking once per week is suffi- 
cient. If there's significant rain, 
then skip that week. | personally 
never need to water my lawn until 
August and then maybe three or 
four times thereafter. 

In conclusion, I would like to 
make a recommendation as to how 
to regulate our water usage. As a 
life-long resident, I know that a 
tiny fine is not going to stymie the 
abusers. I propose that the town 
charge the current rate for uriga- 
tion. However, at a determined 
usage point considered excessive, 
the rate for water should double. 
and even triple at another level.

‘The Peabody collection _ 


In recent years the Robert S. 
Peabody Museum has offered 
a catered party celebrating 
November's Day of the Dead. 


In 1901, Robert S. Peabody 
gave Phillips Academy money to 
establish a department of archeol- 
ogy and build the museum build- 
ing at 180 Main St. He also gave 
the school his collection of more 
than 40,000 archeological items, 

Since then, the Peabody col- 
lection has grown to nearly 
500,000 items. The collection is 
primarily from the New World 
from “the artic to Argentina,” 
Says Interim director and curator 
Malinda Blustain. Included are 
items such as ancient Peruvian 
textiles. 

But not all the items fit this 
mold. The Peabody Museum 
OWns stone tools from the Euro- 
pean Paleolithic, that are between 
three million and 1.5 million 
years old. It also owns collector 
Robert Champley’s awk, one of 
only 75 examples of a bird that 
became extinct in the mid-19th 
century. 


museum at his alma mater. 

“What an opportunity is being 
lost. What an opportunity is being 
given away.” says Potvin. 

Potvin says he’s amazed by 
how many people know about the 
Peabody. He says that when he 
was in York, England on a tour, he 
ran into a man who knew his 
neighbor Fred Johnson, and, more 
specifically, Johnson’s work at the 
Peabody Museum. During the 
early days of carbon dating, the 
Peabody Foundation (as the muse- 
um was then called) was the center 
of the exchange of carbon-dating 
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information. 

Potvin gets a twinkle in his eye 
when he speaks of former directors 
and their reputations. 

He notes that a wall-size mural 
at the city hall in Tehuacan, Mexi- 
co includes “a life-size picture of 
Scotty MacNeish with all these 
300-year-old leaders of North 
America. They were so proud of 
him.” 

Blustain says that the first meet- 
ing of the Society for American 
Archeology, the nation’s premiere 
archeological society boasting 
thousands of members, was held at 
the Peabody. The first meeting of 
the Massachusetts Archeological 
Society was also held there.

The fight for Recreation Park’s 
gravel pit has subsided ~ at least 
for now. 

Two separate efforts for a new 
ecological park and more playing 
fields have been linked since last 
year, when members of both par- 
ties set their sights on the same 
piece of land — the gravel pit. 

They battled it out at Town 
Meeting last year, each begging 
voters for permission to develop 
the pit in their own design. Both 
efforts were unsuccessful, falling 
Short of the required two-thirds 
vote. 

Now, almost one year later, it 
seems at least one of the parties is 
backing off. 

“Ever since (Town Meeting) 
we've been Strategizing to do 
something different,” says Jim 
Arnold, a member of the Little 
League board of directors. 

The crusade for more field 


Space is now focused on a new 
Strip of green - land near 
Haggetts Pond, owned by devel- 
oper Yvon Cormier, who has 
offered to donate 15 acres for 
playing fields. That leaves the 
gravel pit wide open for Tom 
Jones and his fellow eco-park sup- 
porters to move in. Jones plans to 
reveal an updated eco-park pro- 
posal during February. 

But eco-park supporters and 
youth sports groups never made a 
formal pact to stop haggling the 
same piece of land, says Jones. 
Nor did he participate in negotia- 
tions with Cormier on behalf of 
the fields supporters. Jones, who 
also volunteers as the fundraiser 
for the Andover Youth Founda- 
tion, knows Cormier through 
working with him last year when 
the developer agreed to give the 
youth center project $1.5 million. 

In fact, Jones says that just 
because someone might support

the eco-park doesn’t mean that 
they are against the playing fields 
at all. 

But he doesn’t deny that there’s 
a little more elbow room down in

park,” he says. He’s pleased to see 
that Arnold and other sports vol- 
unteers have come up with a “pri- 
vate” option to solve their prob- 
lem. If Town Meeting approves 
the fields deal, he thinks it will 
work in favor of both parties. 

Jones plans to bring the new 
and improved eco-park proposal 
before the selectmen in the next 
few weeks. At that time, he Says 
he'll demonstrate the strides that 
he and fellow volunteers have 
made since last year’s Town Meet- 
ing. 

He'll also have a chance to 
prove to people who thought that 
the eco-park was merely an obsta- 
cle proposed to block the fields 
project that the eco-park project 
has merit . 

“We wouldn't go through any 
of that if our objective was just to 
stop the playing fields,” says 
Jones. “This is serious work. Why 
would we ever bother?” 


New eco-park plan

This spring, resident Tom Jones plans to plant the seeds 
of an ecological park in the heads of residents and town 
officials. 

He and fellow supporters have spent the past year devel- 
oping their proposal for the Andover Ecological Park and 
Wildlife Refuge at Recreation Park’s gravel pit. With the 
help of the Massachusetts Audubon 
Society, volunteers have developed oVER , 
a vision for the park that would Pi le ial 
focus on wild animals and plant ~ AY 
life. 

An earlier version of the pro- 
posal was rejected at Town Meet- 
ing last year. It lost several votes 
to a simultaneous proposal for play- 
ing fields at the same location. While 
Jones has not submitted a Town Meeting article concerning 
the eco-park this April, he is hoping to move forward on the 
project this year. He plans to present the plan to selectmen 
in the next few weeks. 

The new proposal is more detailed than last year’s war- 
rant article. It calls for selectmen to authorize Jones and 
others to use the gravel pit for three or four years. They 
would use the time to clean and replant the pit, completely 
with privately raised money, and let residents experience 
the park. At the end of the period, the town could choose to 
keep the eco-park, which would continue to be maintained 
with private money, or it could take the land back. 

“We want to put through a thoughtful, privately 
financed, short-term three- to four-year commitment for the 
town to see what it would look like,” says Jones. 

Jones hopes to raise the $300,000 to $500,000 it would 
take to create the park through grants from foundations and 
private donors. “It’s very low-risk,” he says. “It’s a chance 
to see what (the park would be like) in concrete terms.” 

Jones decided not to approach annual Town Meeting 
with the proposal partly because he feels the focus will be 
on the override of Proposition 24. But he hasn’t ruled out 
the possibility of a fall Special Town Meeting vote. Or, if 
the selectmen decided to take action on the proposal with- 
out a Town Meeting vote — something that is possible 
because the proposal does not require public money, says 
Jones — he would like to see a decision by June. 

Jones will present the proposal, and the results of the 
Audubon Society inventory of the gravel pit, to a meeting 
of the Garden Club at lunchtime Tuesday, Feb. 5, at the 
Lanam Club.

How do Andover’s Little League 
and Soccer Association plan to per- 
suade voters to rezone land in 
exchange for 15 acres of play ing fields 
that they, and not the town, will own? 

Timing. 

The first night of Town Meeting is 
scheduled for April 22 - soon after 
spring sports get underway. That's just 
in time for baseball and soccer parents 
to start dropping their kids off at 
Andover’s fields - and more than 
enough time for them to notice the rut- 
ted ground and dusty turf, says Jim 
Amold, a member of the Little League 
board of directors. 

He’s hoping that the condition of 
the town’s playing fields, and the lack 
of them, will be enough to convince 
two-thirds of Town Meeting to rezone 
land owned by developer Yvon 
Cormier from residential to industrial. 
Cormier wants to build an industrial 
office park. 

“I think it’s going to be pretty easy,” 
Amold says. “(The fields situation) 
speaks for itself.” 

It’s a deal that Arnold conceived 
after Cormier donated $1.5 million to 
the Andover Youth Foundation’s 
youth center project last fall. He knew 
that Cormier had submitted a Town 
Meeting article to rezone the land last 
year, but pulled it prematurely, accord- 
ing to attorney Mark Johnson. 

The deal is that fields supporters 
will rally voters to approve the rezon- 
ing, and in exchange Cormier will 
donate land for fields. 

“Clearly for us it could mean the 
approval of an exciting development,” 
reads a prepared statement from 
Cormier, faxed to the Townsman. “For 
hundreds of young people in town it 
helps solve a critical issue. For the

neighbors it offers a nice use of green 
space for a critical buffer on this 
unique piece of property.” 

Steve Colyer, town planning direc- 
tor, IS urging residents not to get car- 
ned away too quickly. 

He agrees that there are undeniable 
benefits, like increased tax revenue 
from the rezoned area and a chunk of 
land that sports players will be hard- 
pressed to find elsewhere in town. But 
there’s more to it than that. 

“To me it’s more complicated,” 
says Colyer. “You have to focus on the 
integrity of zoning of the whole town.” 

If approved, the rezoned area 
would permit Cormier, with permis- 
sion from town boards, to build an 
industrial office park, much like the 
offices just over the town line in 
Tewksbury. The ID zoning district he’s 
asking for does not allow manufactur- 
ing or smokestacks — but it’s not exact- 
ly the spacious, residential lots cur- 
rently allowed throughout the sur- 
rounding SRC zone, either. 

“Those kind of zoning decisions 
reflect the character of the whole com- 
munity. Changing the use of land is 
one of the most important decisions 
you can make,” Colyer says. 

Cormier has not yet approached 
neighboring residents about the plan, 
Says Johnson. Colyer says that some 
of those residents were unhappy when 
Cormier thought about plans for 
developing that parcel in the past. 

The entire Little League board of 
directors has already weighed both 
sides and taken a vote of support for 
the article, says Arnold. He estimates 
that the 15 acres Cormier is willing to 
donate — about three times the size of 
Deyermond Fields off Chandler Road 
in west Andover — is a $4.5 million 
value.

“We don’t anticipate, for the next 
five to seven years, a prayer for the 
town to have money to buy land this 
large for fields,” Amold says 

Last year, Town Meeti g again 
rejected a proposal to build fields at 
Recreation Park. Sports associations 
retrained from bringing back that pro- 
posal to Town Meeting this year 
because of the tight budget, says 
Amold — but also because supporters 
of an ecological park have been eying 
that same spot for their use. 

Taxpayers won't burden them- 
selves further by approving the rezon- 
ing, he adds. If approved, the new 
“owners” of the property — Little 
League and Andover Soccer Associa- 
tion — will pay for construction and 
assume all maintenance and opera- 
tions costs. 

Bonnie Spurr, president of Andover 
Soccer Association, said last Friday 
that the association had not yet taken 
an official vote of support. 

“Soccer is very, very interested in 
this, but we want to know what the 
zoning article entails before we vote 
for it,” she said. 

Cormier has also submitted an arti- 
cle asking voters to authorize town 
Officials to enter into an agreement 
with Tewksbury to provide Cormier’s 
would-be development with sewer and 
water. Colyer points out that Andover 
fire and police may also need to use 
Tewksbury roads to reach the property, 
as access from Andover is limited. 

Arnold says that fields supporters 
and Cormier will have a written con- 
tract in hand before going to Town 
Meeting. To those who may hesitate 
before supporting the deal, Arnold 
poses a question. 

“Does anybody else have a plan for 
the next decade?” he asks.

What's political activist, author 
and state senator Tom Hayden's 
greatest achievement? “Not sell- 
Ing out,” he says. 

That was Hayden’s straight for- 
ward, if grim, answer to aspiring 
politicians in the Democracy and 
Media | iteracy class at Andover 
High School Tuesday morning. 
Hayden spoke with two groups of 
students. 

“If you want to go into politics 
you should know this.” he said. “Tt 
is an ironclad rule.” 

He had been asked earlier if his 
views had changed since his infa- 
mous Chicago 7 days. “My core 
Views are pretty much the same. 
I'd like to be known as someone 
who stayed true to his beliefs,” he 
said. “If you sell out and lose (a 
political race) you don’t have an 
office and you have no views.” 

Andover High School teacher 
Mary Robb said she was pleased 
to have Hayden speak to her stu- 
dents. who formed the first of two 
audiences for Hayden, because 
she sees him as a good example of 
someone who was caught in the 
media limelight and characterized 
by what the media said. “(Tom 
Hayden) is someone who promot- 
ed nonviolence and was portrayed 
as Starting a not.” she said. Robb 
thought Hayden spoke intelligent- 
ly and didn’t espouse any particu- 
lar agenda, which she said was 
“testament to his intellect.” 

Robb said that her course. 
Media and Democracy Literacy. 
encouraged students to get a sense 
of themselves and develop a polit- 
ical philosophy. 

Asked immediately about the 
Chicago case. Hayden's 
explained that there were two 
parts to the charges against him. 
One was a conspiracy charge, for 
crossing state lines to commit an

actions, only that they acted paral- 
lel to one another. He said that 
when people hear the word con- 
spiracy their impression is that it 
involves hidden meetings. 

“It’s always good to have a cul- 
prit.” Hayden said, later adding, 
“if you don’t like this sort of thing 
you call it scapegoating.” Hayden 
said that law enforcement’s atti- 
tude was that if there’s a mob then 
someone must have put them up 
to it. That was Hayden’s account 
of how he became part of the 
Chicago 7. 

Hayden was asked if he 
thought that the press is stronger 
today than in 1968, the year of the 
Chicago rioting. “I absolutely do, 
but I can’t prove that,” he aid. 

He said that in California, 
where he served 18 years in the 
legislature, grassroots efforts have 
disappeared and TV is the only 
way to reach the voters statewide, 

Hayden characterized himself 
as more of a radical than a liberal 
and said that this was more of a 
burden to him because “if you're 


anti-establishment it gets high- 
lighted more (in the media).” 

Asked about his views of 
Afghanistan, Hayden said, “I 
don't know. I’m being spoon-fed 
information through TV, which is 
being carefully managed.” He said 
that the television media had 
“characterized itself as entertain- 
ment. News can’t exist in enter- 
tainment without being distorted.” 

Hayden said that people come 
up to him on the street all the time 
and tell him they saw him on tele- 
vision the night before. He said it 
has become fun for him to ask 
then what the context was, as they 
never remember. 

“I could say ‘I’m really con- 
cerned about the Bush administra- 
tion’s defense spending and you 
should check out the new U2 
album, it’s really cool. The Bush 
administration...’ and no one 
would know what I was talking 
about. I should try that now that 
I’m out of office,” he mused, not- 
ing viewers tendency not to pay 
attention to what they watch.

HAT IF SOMEONE WANTED TO 
Open a peanut-butter shop? 
How would they know 
whether there's a consumer demand for 
peanut butter? And do customers prefer 
chunky or smooth? 

Those are the questions that 
Andover consultant Tim McCarron 
would ask a potential entrepreneur 
who's thinking about biting into his or 
her own business 

McCarron, who lives on Kathleen 
Drive, advises and teaches people how 
to start their own business ventures. 
Now he’s aiming his FastTrac Training 
Program at people left without jobs as 
a result of the Sept. 11 terrorist tragedy 

It's called the Kauffman 9-11 Entre- 
preneur Project. McCarron says it’s an 
opportunity for displaced workers who 
lost their jobs due to Sept. 11 and the 
bad economy to think about starting 
their own business. rather than finding 
i new job all over again working for 
someone else 

“Tm helping (the displaced worker) 
develop a concept. They may have had 
this passion to do something that was 
burning in their gut, that they wanted to 
do but never had the courage to do,” 
says McCarron 

The disruption of losing one’s job 
may be the perfect opportunity for 
some people to explore that passion, he 
SayS. 

“We're able to turn a negative (inci- 
dent) into a positive one.” he says. 

Companies who plan to hand out 
pink slips to their employees can sign 
up for the 9-11 program. The Kauff- 
man Foundation provides the study 
materials for the 30-hour class time for 
free. The company or outplacement 
agency agrees to pay the consulting 
lee, which is about $300 per person, 
says McCarron. 

“It's kind of like boot camp. “It’s 20 
to 30 hours of teaching. The entrepre- 
neurs themselves work through a

attendees know “whether their idea is feasible and if starting a busi- 


ness is right for them.” 


process that helps them develop a fea- 
sibility program,” he says. 

Of course, not every aspiring entre- 
preneur emerges with a guaranteed-for- 
success plan. Part of the 9-11 Project is 
to help people decide whether their 
idea is truly marketable. The peanut- 
butter shop is a real concept that one of 
McCarron’s clients — not a 9-11 Project 
customer, but a FastTrac client — was 
chewing over. 

“I said, before you spend a gazillion 
dollars, think about putting together a 
feasibility plan,” he says. “At the end of 
the course, attendees know whether 


their idea is feasible and if starting a 
business is right for them.” 

The 9-11 Project is a nationally- 
offered program. 

While McCarron hasn’t had any 
local takers yet, he says that if a person 
is ever going to think seriously about 
starting their own business, that person 
will be most inclined to think about it 
after getting laid off. 

“People often explore it when they 
see an end to their current job coming 
up,” he says. “They say, ‘Gee, I wish I 
knew what to do to start my own busi- 
ness.

Knowing how to work with 
the floral designer who will 
create your boutonnieres, bou- 
quets and centerpieces will also 
create just the right mood for 
your wedding.

To find a florist, Brides mag- 
azine suggests asking around.

tracted with and if they were 
happy with the results. When 
you find a florist whose style 
you really like, be ready to talk 
about your budget. And before 
you sign on the dotted line, 
Brides magazine says to make 
sure all of the details are in 
writing, including total costs 
and payment schedules, the 
deposit and when it’s due, your 
first choice for flowers and 
unacceptable substitutes and 
even the number and color of 
each flower that is to be used in 
bouquets, centerpieces and 
arrangements such as garlands, 
wreaths and pew markers. 

Brides can cut costs by select- 
ing flowers that are in season, 
avoiding a wedding date that is 
near a big flower-buying holi- 
day, such as Valentine’s Day or 
Mothers’ Day, or making 
arrangements to share flowers 
and costs with another bride 
who will be getting married 
before or after you at the same 
venue. Bouquets can also dou- 
ble as centerpieces on banquet 
tables. 

Once the details are in place, 
you may want to choose flow- 
ers that have special meaning 
to you, such as your state 
flower or you mother’s favorite 
blossoms. But, flowers also 
have a long history of convey- 
ing unspoken emotions -—- 
everyone knows what a red 
rose means. 

When putting together your 
bouquet, you might like to keep 
in mind the meanings behind 
the beautiful blooms.

* Gardenia stands for purity 
and joy;

In the same vein, if you’re 
superstitious, you'll want to 
avoid larkspurs, which repre- 
sent infidelity, marigolds, 
which symbolize grief, and yel- 
low roses, which stand for jeal- 
ousy. 

The Knot also provides a 
handy glossary of bouquet 
terms so you can start planning 
the style you want for you and 
your bridesmaids. 

* Popular in Victorian times, a 
nosegay is a small, round clus- 
ter of flowers that are all uni- 
form in length. It is generally 
made of one dominant flower 
or color and wrapped with rib- 
bon or lace. 

* A beidermeier is a nosegay 
using different flowers 
arranged in concentric circles, 
which creates a striped effect. 

* A cascade is a dramatic 
waterfall of flowers and green- 
ery designed to spill down the 
front of your gown when you 
are holding it. 

* A composite is a bouquet of 
petals or buds wired together 
to create the illusion of one 
large flower.
